“ or moft Sacred Standard of Chriftianity ; Equal in their 
“« Authority to the Fout Gofpels themfelves ; and Supe- 
‘¢ rior in Authority to the Epiftles of Single Apoftles ¢ 
“ Some Parts of them being our Saviour’s own Original 
“ Laws deliver'd to the Apottles ; and the other Parts the 
“ pyblick Ads of the Apoftles themitlves , met in Coun- 
“« cils at Ferufalem and Cefares before their Death : And 
“ this was the Conftant Opinion and Teftimony of the

~ It appears from thofe Paffages, That Mr. Whiften looks 
upon the Clementine, of Apoftolical Conftitutions , as making 
Part of the Canonical Books ‘of the New Teftament ; 
and that he ptetends to have found an Arasbick Copy of 
the Ancient Book, entitled, The Dofrine of she Apoflles, 
which was quoted by fome Ancient Fathers. He fays, 
This Book is a Large Extra& of the Comftcwtions : te 
calls it that Sacred Book of our Religion, entitled, The De- 
Grine of the Apoftles; and fuch a Dilcovery is accounted

Dr Grabe cefigns to write a Treatife againft Mr. Whifton ; 
wherein he will fhew, gi that nigget ostigae -%

scape he has oiaie fit co publifh this Effay, and to 
give vs his Judgment about the Two Arabick MSS. men- 
rion’d by Mr. Whifion. He ioforms us, that he has care- 
fully perufed thofe MSS., and that Mr. Gagnier was his 
Interpreter %. When he perceiv'd the Bulk of the Ava- 
bick % ¥ Didafcalia, he immediately concluded that it 
could not be that Ancient Small Book, entitled the Do- 
Brine of the Apoftles, which only confifted of Two Hun- 
dred Stichs or Commas.

In the next place, Dr. Grabe undertakes fo prove, That 
the Arabick Didafcalia is not feu Gaerent Hok Sarifled 
The Dodying of the Apoftles, and mention’d, by fome Eccle- 
fiaftical Weer He fhews by feveraldattances » That 
the Arabick Copy contains fo many Additions, and. Altera- 
tions, that it is a very different Book from that which was 
afcribed co the Apoftles. Our Learned Author examines 
the. Paffages alledged. by Mr. Whiff in Defence of the 
Arabick Copy., and, deaws. ftom them feveral Interences 
contrary.to his Affertion... Befides, he thews that fome 
Things inconfiftent. with, the Apoftolical Age have been 
foifted in the Arabick Manufcript, and that the Interpo, 
lator has been fo bold as cto contradic& the. Ancient Do- 
rine or Confiiturions of the Apofiles. Uc were an ealy thing 
for me to fill up my Sheet with a particular Account of 
Dr, Grabe’s Arguments ; but the Nature of the Subje& does 
not allow of it. 


The Author proceeds to fhew that the Arabick Didafca 
lia is not an Apoftolical Work, or # Sacred Book of the New 
Teftament.

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Dr. Grabe fays that fuppofing the Arabick Didafcalia, and 
the ancient Dedrine of the Apoftlesto be one and the fame 
Book, it were impoflible to prove its Authenticity, Sr. 
Athanafius reckons the Work entitled , The Doéfrine of the 
Apoftles, among uncanonical Books ,. or thofe that were noc 
put into the Sacred Canon, becaufe it was uncertain whe 
ther the Apoftles were the Authois of it ; and therefore 
he ftiles it , Aidy on vaadsuscn ty “AmocoA@v. Dr. Grabeine 
fifis upon the Teftimony of that Mather ; but Mr, Whifton 
calls him the unhappy Forerunner of Antichrif?t , and confe. 
quently does litle value his Authority. Our Author pro. 
ceeds to Eufibius , who mentions the Dofrines of the Apos 
files, as they were cal’d, and places them among thofe 
Books, that were not inferted with thofe of the (New) Tefta- 
ment, but were contraditled. "The Author of the Synopfis 
Scripture, among the Works of St. Athanafins, places the 
Book, entitled , The Doétrine of the Apoftles among thofe 
hat were contradicted, nok well written, [puriows, tejced, Aq 
pochryphal. Nicephorus calls it alfo an Apocryphal Book in 
his Stichometry ; and it ts fo call’d in the other Catalogues 
mentioned by Dr.Grabe.. Whereupon the Dogtor asksMr. 
Whifton ,, how. he can be fure that the Book in Queftion is 
Apoftolical, and makes part of the Sacred Canon, notwith- 
ftanding fomany Teftimonies to the contrary.

Almighty} ‘dust Lord tnd dar Saviour Jefaschriff, (t0 
whom be Glory.) are gathered together in, Jecutalemy the City 
of the Great King , and together with uét# prefent our Brother 
Paul, the chofen Veffel, the Apoftle of the Gentiles, and James 
the Apostle. (at hhould be the Befboy) of Jerufalem., Me have 
alfa confirmed thys Catholick Deilring im that City, Mr. bi- 
frow obterves), that, this, Aflembly. of.the olical Col- 
lege was held about.the Year 67,, Dr, Grabe owns,. that if 
there was afecond Council of, the Apoftles, they muft 
have met abput that time, fiace St. Luke takes po notice 
of it. But, faysthe Doctor, how could the Twelve Apo- 
ftles meet then, fince fames the Great, Brother of St. John, 
was beheaded about che Year.4g. as we read in the “as 
Chap. XII, uv. 2% Unlefs (the Auphor goes on) Mr, Whi- 
fton wil fuppofe, his Spirit to have appeared there, and joined 
himfelf to the other Apostles ,who,were yet inthe Body; whiek 
om hardly venture to fay., nor can it bereafonably. [up- 
pofed. 


This Obfervation isa fufficient Proof of the Spuriouf- 
nefs of that Preface. The Aurhorof it is Guilty of ano- 
ther Blunder in pretending that St. James, Bifhop of Jers» 
Salem, was prefent. at that Affembly, fince cis certain from 
Hiftory and Chronology,, that he fuffered: Martyrdons 
fome Years before. Nay , the Impoftor contradifts him~ 
felf, as it appears from thefe Words in the 28th Chapter, 
Gonterning Martyrs, we declare unto you , that they ought to be 
honoured by you, as the blefed James Bifbop of Jerufalem, end 
St. Stephen the Deacon and our Fellow , have been honoured by 
us. They are happy in God. To thete Odiervations-our Aue 
thor adds, That befides Bifhops, Priefts, and Deacons, 
the inferior Orders of Subdeaconi, Readers, Chavitert, Ato- 
luthi, and Door-keepers are mention'd in’ the Preface of thé 
Arabick Didafcalia, though they were unknown in the Be- 
ginning of Chriftianity ; which plainly thews the Spuri- 
oufnels 
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duinef’s of that Piece. Dr. Grade makes fome other Re- 
meres upon it, and ohferves, among other Things , that 
the Writer of that Preface cannot be the Author of the 
Clementine Conflitutions, and never faw the Eight Books 
which make up thofe. Confticutions ; for if he had feen 
them, he would not have léfe out the Two laft Books, 
which are as ufeful as the others. I fhall conclude with 
this Obfervation , that the Hifforical Preface of Mr. Whi- 
fon, and Dr. Grabe's Effay are Two Remarkable Pieces, and 
eferve to be placed in the Libraries of all Curious Gen- 
tlemen.

Proceed to give an Account of the Second & Part of 
this Differtation, which I have lately received. The 
Author acknowledges chat feveral Superftitious Tri- 

als have been practifed for a long time ; but he appears 

very unwilling to confefs that the Clergy were very much 

concerned in them. Ic feems to me that his Diflertation 

would have been more curious , had he not been afraid. of 
difpleafing the Clergy. He tells us that there is a Manu- 

fcript inthe Cathedral of Soifons, which contains the Ce- 

remony of the Trial by cold Water.; but he adds, that it 

does not follow from thence that theChapter approved and 

practifed that Ceremony. This Manufeript was written 
towards the latter end of the XIIth Century. Here fol- 

lows a remarkable Inftance of the Credulity of thofe 
Times. Guibert Abbot of Nogent-fous-Coucy,in the beginning 
of the XIfth Century,relates that Two Brothers of a mean 
Extraction, named Clementigs and Ebrard, were acculed of 
Herefy in the Year 1114. before Liziard Bithop of Soiffins. 
The Witnefles did not appear,.when thofe Two Men 
were interrogated. Eérard confefled his Error, without 
exprefling any Abhorrence for it. Clementius, who denied 
the Faét, was condemned by the Bithop to. the Trial of 
exorcifed Water. The Bithop, continues the Abbor, faid 
Mafs, and gave the Communion to Clementius, {peaking 
thefe Words to him: Let the Body and Blood of our Lord be 
a Trial for thee. I muft obferve that befides the Trials by 
Fire and Water , it was an ufual thing in thofe Times to 
give the Codtmunion taycenfet: Perfons, if order to find 
out the Truth by fome miraculous Sign : which is atteft- 
ed by feveral Canons, efpegially by the 15th of the Coun- 
cilo tis ;. but that Cuftom was ac laft fuppreffed by 


the Church. shen nc) :

Every thing béing done at Church, thé Dean of the

made, and implores the Affiftante of God. Immediately 
fome other Curates fing the Litany ; ahd then the Dean 
exorcifes the Water, and comimands ic to thYow up the 
accufed Perfon, not to receive him into ‘its Bofom, to 
let him {wim over, if he be guilty. Afterwards perform. 
ing the fame Exorcifm: upon the Criminal, he bids him 
not to fiak into the Water, if it be true chat he has given 
a falfe Antwer Prayers being, over, the acoufed Perfon 
was bound Hand and Foot ,ai thrown into.a River. This 
fuperftitious Pra€tice was accounted as. innocent as the 
trial of Jealoufy telcribed in the Boo lumberj. Ous 
Author does not fail co obferve again that the Chapter of 
Soiffons was et soncernen in that Ceremony, tho’ he gives 
no Reafon for it. The Judgment of cold Water was ftil 

practifed in Sc. Bernard's time. In one of his Sermons

Faretus H% and Bofquet % & make an Obfervation 
that deferves to be inferted here. They fay, hae Tri- 
als were different, according to the different Conditions 
of People. The Trial by a Duel, or fingle Combat, was 
for the Nobility ; the Trial by Water, for thofe thar were 
ignoble: And becaufe the Monks kept a Medium be- 
tween both , the Judgment of Fire was allotted to 
them. 

Our Author proceeds to the Trial by Fire, either by a 
red-hot Iron, or fome other way. The Affembly of 7ri- 
bur, a Royal Palace near Ton! , held in the Year 895, by 
King 4rnoul with his Prelates and Lords> made a Law im- 
porting , that a red-hot Iron fhould be ufed in doubrful 
Cafes. In caufis dubiu examen per ferrum candens. ( Leg. Sa- 
lic. Tit. LV. Pa&. Child. & Clot. ) 

The Council of Lidebonne, in the Country of Caux, held 
in 1080. made a Canon, which fuppofes that the fame 
Trial was generally received, and they approve of it : Si 
Servi judicium fuerit judicatum , ante matrem Ecclefiam termi 
netur. 

The Iron made ufe of in thofe Trials, could not be ap- 
plied to any other Ule, and was bleffed by the Bifhop. The

Author of the Hiftory of the Archbifhops of Rogen relates: 
that the Iron that was kept at St. Vandrille’s having loft jr 
Virtue , by the Imprudence of a Monk , who applied it 
to fome other Ufe; the Abbot defired Archbifhop 171; ge 
to Confecrate ic again by a New Benedi@ion. The 
Archbifhop refufed to do it, till the Abbot made it ape 
pear in the Prefence of King Wiliam, that this Iron had 
been in his Monaftery Time out of Mind. 

When the Trial was appointed, the Parties concerned 


. gave one another a Pledge ; and the Hand of the Perfon 


who was to touch the red-hot Iron, or to put it into 
boiling Water, was wrapp’d up and fealed, left he fhould 
prevent the Aétivity of the Fire with fome Ointments - 
as may be feen in the Hiftory of Bretagne written by Fi. 
ther Lobineau, in that Part of it where he mentions a Con. 
teft between the Abbot of Marmoutier and a Lord. 

The Fudgment of the Crofs was another Superttitious 
Trial ufed in thofe Times of Ignorance and Credulity, 
It is to be found in a Capitulary made by Charlemagne a¢ 
Heriftal inthe Year 779. if it be # doubtful Cafe, fays the 
Capitulary, the Contending Parties fhall fand before the Crof;, 
and he who falls firft, foall be caf. Agobard mentions thac 
Trial among feveral others. It is alio appointed by fome 
other Capitularies. 

Laftly , Our Author obferves, that the Chriftians were 
fo Superftitious as to confult the Scripture to knowThings 
to come, as the Heathens confulted Homer and Virgil with 
the fameIntent. Gregorius Turonenfis affords feveral Inftan- 
ces of it, Guibert, Abbot of Nogent, relates, That when 
a Bifhop was confecrated , it was ufual to open the Book 
of the Gofpels, and to judge of the future Government 
mast of the Bifhop, by che fir!
